Applicant argues prior art fails to teah: "an indicator indicating if the conresponding normalized index l^ey is compressed". 

Examiner is not persuaded. Referring column 1 1 , lines 26-46, wherein a concept entry has a structure that begins with a byte 
representative of the length of the concept or key, wherein this byte is followed by a byte denoting the length of the shared prefix, wherein 
the shared prefix is a component of an entry that is common to another entry, wherein the byte denoting the length of the share prefix Is 
followed by an integer value indicating the concept identifier that is unique to the concept, wherein the "concept idenitifer" Is interpreted to 
be the "indicator", wherein if the first n bytes of a concept is identical to the prior concept, the matching bytes of the concept are removed 
from the concept string and the number of matching bytes is stored in compressed bytes, which is interpreted to be equivalent to " 
corresponding normalized index l^ey is compressed", wherein the first concept entry of a blocic is not compressed in one embodiment of 
the invention. 

Applicant argues prior art fails to teach: "comparing the first normalized index key with a second normalized index key preceding the first 
normalized index key in the memory page" 

Examiner is not persuaded by applicant argument. Applicant is "rehashing" an argument that have already been addressed in the Final 
Office mailed out on 12/7/2006 (see pages 9-10). 

Therefore the reasons set forth in the final rejection are found to be conrect and the in accordance with the recited claims. 
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
